He afferted, that i the courle of his life 
he bad feven huadred wives, fome of whom died, aud oth- 
ers he had put away, The firit century of his life pafied 
ja idolatry, from which he was converted to Mahometan- 
@m, which be cortinued to profels to his death. This 
mccount is allo confirmed by another Postugoecle author, 
Berdiosad Lopez Cattegueda, who was hitoriographer 
xeyal.

The da- 
mage it has done is incalculable, the rain continues to fall 
in torrents, and was accompanied the whole of the day be- 
fore yellerday with the loudeft thunder, It feems as if 
the cataraéts of heaven and earth would overwhelm. us. 
From the tops of ou: houfes we fee nothing but a roaring 
fea and wrecks of buildings, aod cattle pafling every mo- 
ment in dreadful confufion. 
the produce of our lait barveft, are deflroyed, Our moles 
and our caufeways, thofe immenfe wesks which our fore- 
fathers had built at great expenfe to defend the foil, and 
infure our barvefts, are alieady deftroyed. 

The rife of water has beea fo great that it has fucpafled 
by 4 feet the dreadful inundation of 1755. The aqueduct 
of Capoune, erefled 26 feet above ihe level of the earth, 
is oaly two feet higher than the waters. One balf the ci- 
ty is under water; feveral hsules have fallen, and have 
buried uoder them merchandize, furniture, provifions, and 
every ching that the violence or fuddeanefs of the inunda- 
tion did mot permit us to fnaich from their fury,
